I^odge and Dr. A. 
lawrence Lowell, president of Harv­ 
ard University, met here last night in 
a debate on 
the most momentous 
question before the world—the league 
of Nations. 
The decision as to the merits of the 
arguments propounded today lies With 
the American people. There was no 
official judge, no referee. The intense 
interest with which the 3,000 persons 
who heard the debate listened, indi­ 
cated a realisation that the questions 
involved in a formation of a league of 
nations 'require the serious considera­ 
tion of every man and woman of the 
nation. 
In some respects Senator 
Lodge ami Dr. Lowell agreed to a re­ 
markable degree. The latter argued in 
favor of the p rinciples of the present 
covenant, admitting the necessity 
of 
clarification and amendments. Sena+ 
tor Lodge objected to the draft in its 
present form, hut declared himself in 
favor of a league of nations. 
Aside from the arguments, whole­ 
hearted sincerity and conviction was 
apparent in the attitude of both speak­ 
ers. This was expressed when Sena­ 
tor Lodge, turning to Dr. Lowell said: 
“We may differ in our methods, hut 
not in our object—the welfare of the 
United States,” 
Senator Lodge criticized the present 
draft as a loosely' drawn and crudely 
worded instrument. Dr. Lowell ad­ 
mitted that there was much of it 
capable 
of misunderstanding and 
which had been misinterpreted. Ad­ 
mitting this and the need for several 
changes and some amendments, Dr. 
Lowell strongly urged the adoption of 
the underlying principles of the draft 
of the league now before the world- 
Dr. Lowell declared that the draft is 


Two American tho first experiment in open diplomacy 
States 
Senator nod was submitted as such in the form 
of an experiment. He said he was sure 
that there was no intention of adopt­ 
ing the. covenant as it now stands; 
that in their present state the clauses 
are tentative only and designed to al- ! 
low the people of tho world to consider 
the question for themselves. 
In his criticism of the covenants, 
Senator Lodge called for a league 
which would not prevent the United 
States from following the course of 
her traditional policies. He urged that 
the Monroe doctrine he maintained and 
declared that any league 
acceptable 
must leave that doctrine intact. 
Senator Lodge asked the mothers, 
the sisters ami the 
sweethearts 
of 
America, if they are willing to guar­ 
antee ^the political independence 
and 
territorial integrity of every nation 
or? earth to the extent of sending 
their loved ones to far coiners of the 
world to maintain those principals. 
For a few moments there was 
'silence then some one shouted “yes” 
which was followed by an overwhelm­ 
ing “no! no!” from men and women 
alike. 
Senator Lodge summed up his op­ 
position to the draft of the covenant 
in what he termed “five constructive 
criticisms, which were in effect that: 
First—First the instrument should 
be re-drafted. It should mention what 
vote necessary to pass on every sub­ 
ject contained in the covenant and 
worded so that all may understand it. 
Second—Ambigious phrases should 
br eliminated. 
Third—Should contain 
larger 
re­ 
strictions of Monroe doctrine. 
Fourth—International questions of 
immigration should he excluded. 
Fifth—League should be definite as 
to when and under what conditions it 
can be abrogated.

Gib­ 
son gave out a statement saying the 
people had discovered that the Crabbe 
bill seeks to build up “u great political 
machine under the guise of law en­ 
forcement officials and bureaus,” and 
that the people would turn the Crabbe 
•measure down at the polls in Novem- i 
her. 
, Crabbe, author of the bill, charged 
the defeat of the emergency clause to j 
the democrats.

“There is no question,” said Crabbe, 
“but that Gov. Cox used all his influ­ 
ence to defeat the emergency clause.” 
Crabbe added he understood Cox has a 
hill of his own to have passed as an 
emergency. He said he would support 
it if it is not a “make-shift,” and is 
sufficient to “carry out the will of the 
people and provided it is effective May 
27, the lay Ohio goes dry.” 
Nearly four hours of oratory pre­ 
ceiled the vote on the Crabbe bill. The 
drys were strong enough to adopt 
easily some 125 amendments that 
Crabbe himself offered and to prevent 
the adoption of many amendments of­ 
fered by others that Crabbe didn’t ap­ 
prove.

RAILWAY CONTROL 


Chicago, Mar. 20—A five years ex­ 
periment by the government in hand­ 
ling tho railroads was scored by Sen­ 
ator Atlee Pomerene of Ohio in a 
speech to railway men hen' last night.

Columbus, Mar. 20—Both Attorney 
General Price and County prosecutor 
Hugo Schlesinger sat in with the leg­ 
islative bribery probe committee when 
the first session was held today. 
Pric e cautioned tho probers they 
must be exceedingly careful and not 
to give any immunity baths to any 
legislators or lobbyists who might lat­ 
er be implicated in alleged bribery 
deals. 
“You must remember,” Price said, 
“that any person who testifies before 
you becomes immune to prosecution 
itself. There might be persons who 
would seek to testify before you 
whose real object would be to escape 
possible prosecution.”

Price's invitation to the committee 
to meet in the Attorney General’s of­ 
fice was accepted because of the laek 
of a suitable meeting place about the 
legislature. 
When the probers w*ent into execu­

the room but permitted Price to re­ 
main in conference with them. After 
a few minutes they sent out for 
Schlesinger and both he and the of­ 
ficial stenographer were admitted.

ALLEGED MURDERER 
OF WIFE ARRESTED 


New York, March 20.—Walter K 
Wilkins, accused of murdering bis 
wife at their Long 
Beach summer 
home, is at detective 
headquarters 
here today, awaiting arrival of police 
from the Nassau county district at­ 
torney’s office, who will conduct him 
to the scene of the crime. 
Wilkins was arrested at the Penn­ 
sylvania station here immediately af­ 
ter purchasing a ticket for Mineola. 
Ile bad shaved off his side whiskers, 
but w'ah recognized fey a citizen who 
called the attention of a policeman. 
He readily admitted his identity, 
hut stoutly asserted his innocence of 
murdering his wife. 
District Attorney Weeks of Nassau 
county issued orders that Wilkins was 
to talk to no one about the crime, not 
even his lawyer, until questioned by 
the Long Island authorities. 
A hypodermic needle and 
soma 
white pills were found in 
Wilkins' 
pockets and were taken by the police, 
despite his plea that he be allowed to 
keep them.

$2,500 STOLEN FROM THE 


Effecting an entrance by forcing a 
window lock in the engine room of the 
Hutchison &

AIPLANE THAT WAS 
TO HAVE BOMBED THIS 
CITY HAS ACCIDENT 


Lieutenant Bernard O. Tyler, chief 
flying officer of the Fairfield aviation 
field and Lieutenant Waldron, a com­ 
panion, narrowly escaped serious 
in­ 
jury when they jumped from an army 
airplane which caught fire as 
tho4* 
were beginning a flight 
from 
the 
Hamilton County Golf Club grqunds, 
ip Cincinnati, Wednesday. 
Lieutenant Tyler sustained a 
cut. 
over his right eye. 
Lieutenant W al­ 
dron jumped from the machine 
and 
rolled clear of the flames. 
The ma­ 
chine, a Curtiss bi-plane, valued at 
$12,000 was destroyed. 
The two officers alighted on the 
golf grounds at 2 P. M , and filled 
the gasoline tank as a preliminary to 
circling over the eitv and 
dropping 
hundreds of rubber balls, painted in 
rod, white and blue, containing the 
words, “War Stamp Campaign.” 
After “bombing” the eitv they were 
to have continued their flight to Hills­ 
boro and Portsmouth pn a similar 
mission. 
An hour after their arrival in Cin­ 
cinnati, Lieutenant Tyler 
prepared 
for his flight and started the ma­ 
chine, but tho wet. soft ground 
hin­ 
dered the “run” and prevented 
the 
airplane from rising. Lieutenant Ty­ 
ler was unable to stop the machine 
in time to keep it from going over 
an embankment at the end of 
the 
“run.” 
The' airplane overturned on the em­ 
bankment and almost instantly was 
enveloped in flames. While there was 
no explosion, it is believed the gaso­ 
line was ignited bv a spark from tho 
ignition system.

Of tile first 6,396 claims sent” into 
the bureau only one and three-tenths 
per cent—S3 men—received their dis-, 
abilities in battle,* while 68.lf per cent 
were disabled iii camp, either4b this 
country or overseas. 
This percentage will’ of course, be 
greatly altered as the men, returning 
from France, turn iii their claims, yet 
officials of the bureau predict that the 
majority of claims will come 
from 
’men disabled while in training.

the soldier becomes more thoroughly 
trained in the methods of warfare 
and camp life, the danger of being 
disabled is 
lessened, it was pointed 
out.

March 20 — Claims 
presented to tile W ar Risk Insurance 
Bureau by disabled soldiers show that 
only a small portion of them 
were 
disabled in battle as compared with 
those remaining in camp. 
Of the first 6,396 claims sent" into 
the bureau only one and three-tenths 
per cent—83 men—received their dis-, 
abilities in battle,' while 68.9“ per cent 
were disabled in camp, either Jfh this 
country or overseas. 
This percentage will, of course, be 
greatly altered as the men, returning 
from France, turn in their claims, yet 
officials of the bureau predict that the 
majority of claims will come 
from 
men disabled while in training. 
As 
the soldier becomes more thoroughly 
trained in the methods of warfare 
and camp life, the danger of being 
disabled is 
lessened, it was pointed 
out.
